menu; coffee loda I* a peculiar tum- 
mer drink, and few people accustomed 
to the morning eup of coffee make any 
difference on aooouat of tha weather 
in thi* mo*t Important laatota of the 
,brsakfa*t-Uble. An- aapart in coSee 
nulntaint that the bait oofbe Is mode 
,ln the old-fashiooaA^-lin ooffeu-poL 
"Don't give mo nay aaw patent nr- 
ringamant lor making coffee," hetayi; 
"tha old tin-pot 1* tbe only kind ol 
oooWng nioadl that pr aaa r vaa the 
aroma and tha lull flavor ot the 
coffee." 

After the coffeo has boon boiled and 
aatUad pour It In good ttrength upon a 
oap ball «!•< with oraam and bot 
milk. Mo*t trna ooffea epieara* have 
a beverage prepared with lull etrangtb 
that will give a dclicioul aroma and a 
truo but delicate flavor ton cup of rich 
cream and boiled milk. Few who en- 
joy tbe drink realise tbe prooeete* neo- 
eeeary for lla praparatlon or under- 
(taad tlw Buuiy &itara*tlng elrcum- 
*taaoe* coaneetad with It* markeL 
Even the berry, with It* ataoclations 
with tropical countries, tuggettt many 
peculiar facta in regard to people and 
politics. Inquiring of wholesale rep- 
reaentatlve dealers of the city whether 
the emancipation of slave* In Brazil 
hod affected the coffee supply from that 
country, one learnt that, as tin' slave.i 
were pledged to oomplete tbe year's 
crop after tha aaaaa i paHoo, aodUar- 
enee in the trada baa bean aoUoi ' 
although there are rumor* of a de- 
ore*te in next year's supply. The crop 
from Brazil has boon ctpeolally large 
thli year.

Aooordlng to Amertoaa taate 
tbe beat oup ot ooSae If Java mixed 
with Mocha Tho thirty other va- 
rletiu oommon In tbo trade ore of 
many qoalltle*, from the ooaraa Ll< 
beriaa to llw dalioata poabaiiji ot 
Java, 

llodara inrantiOB la auobinery baa 
not had a more attraotlve fleld than in 

the preparation of coffee. A Boston 
firm which roasts 60,01)0 pounds of 
coffee a day has a machine for milling 
the berry, sorting it and roasliug. 
Five or six years ago sovon-oi^hths of 
the American housekeepers used to 
roast their own coffee, but now 95 per 
cent, of the coffee consumed is roasted 
by machinery and Ia supplied in a 
delicaU even-brown tint thai delight* 
Iba tHtldioa* aya. Batlmr paoullarly 
tha avoraga Amariean drink* about 
tbe tome amount of coffee now that 
he did eighteen years ago. In 187U 
the average conaumptioo for each 
person wai 71 poundt. In UOt it w«*

ix)i-d\Vi>l9otoy. the only General En- 
gland is supposed to have in reserve 
for a great eampaign, is an outspoken 
adrooate of universal miliary service. 
In an article In tho Fortnightly Keview 
he refers to this systmu as a precious 
legacy bequealhod by the first French 
revolution to Eiirope^ and than pro* 
ceeds to enlarge upon the baneflts 
nvliioh are conferred upon tho notions 
of tho continent by standin<; armies 
and general conscription.

The 
German army, in his jud^meirt, is a 
national Mateing. It tuppllet a perfect 
Syttam of pliysical training tor men,, 
pfomottt habits of elcanliness. o-t1e.' 
and Obedieneiti and affords u moral ed' 
uoution that could with difllculty be 
furnished in any other way. It taachea 
all those virtues which serve to 
moke men good tubjeclt and law 
abiding citizena It Is alike the strong- 
est bulwark itfrainst communism and 
the greatest of }iuiieo institutions. 
Universal military service in Lord 
Wolselay't judgment is aotealy the 
direct outoome ot the revolution ot 
I'M*, hilt its most valuable result 

Kn^rli.siiineti ^4ill l>o startled to learn 
that instead of setting Europe a good 
example by obstinately refralwlnf from 
participating in the milltaiy movement 
of tho last thirty yeara. they have neg- 
lected to make use of one of the grand- 
est opportunities of modern civiliza- 
tion. Tlioy have set their faces stern- 
ly against the policy of maintaining 
large tiandlaf arinttt^ aad ooatpalllng 
every man phytieally lit for tervlee to
